tion. 

The door to the paneled en¬ 
trance is a fine example of the 
Greek Revival period and the 
hallway stair-ase leading to the 
second floor is completely pegged. 

Many of the original latches 
remain throughout the house. Re¬ 
cently the Currys exposed the 
kitchen wall panel: ng with boards 
up to twenty-four and one half 
inches in width. Presumably this 
room was completely paneled with 
a paneled ceiling. Each room has 
a boxed corner post some of which 
are beaded. 

Since the central chimney and 
main fire places were removed, 
the townstairs flooring was cov¬ 
ered with hard wood boards over 
the original wide floor boards. 
However, the upstairs hall and 
room< still maintain their hand 
rubbed -wide floor boards some 
<*f which measure up to fourteen 
inches in width. 

Of special interest is .the 
“vaulted” or barrel ceiling room . 
with it’s eyebrow window', panel-1 
ing and fireplace. The room now 
serves as a study and houses the 
Currys' collection of Indian arti¬ 
facts and relics. Also, of further 
interest to the visitor is the sit¬ 
ting room cupboard with its brass 
“acorn” latch. 

Although the cellar will not be j 
opened to the public, the original 
hand hewn beams and sills re¬ 
main. Here also is a plastered 
plank wall leading to a back room 
or “root cellar” with it's tailor 
laid stones, batten door support¬ 
ed by two eighteen inch bean- 
strap hinges and a bee-hive en¬ 
closure. The corner stones meas¬ 
ure approximately six to seven 
feet in width and four feet high 
from the ground level.

nial soldiers amassed at the head of Lake George, New York. In 
command of this colorful array of Britannic strength was the awk¬ 
ward General Abercromby; second in command was the very cap¬ 
able Lord George Augustus Howe, a brilliant soldier beloved by all 
those who served him. 

This expedition intended to break the military backbone of 
France by capturing the stronghold of Fort Carillon, also known as 1 
Foil Ticonderoga, pictured above, which guarded the water highway 
from Canada to the Atlantic Ocean, via Lake Champlain, Lake 
George and the Hudson River. 

Informed of the advancing British armada, the French com¬ 
mander, General Montcalm, realized the futility of defending the 
fort from within since his small force numbered approximately 4,000 
men. However, the heroic Frenchman, unlike his adversary, was a 
strategist and a competent soldier. 

With no time to lose both officers and men of Carillon began a 
defensive entrenchment since known as the “French Lines/' South 
of the fort Montcalm's men set up an artillery breastwork on the 
high land extending westward from Carillon (Ticonderoga) Creek. 
Below the line of artillery a trench was dug while in front of this 
earthworks were felled a number of trees with their branches 
ibarbed and facing the enemy approach. 

Meanwhile the British having landed at' a place now known 
as “Abercromby's Landing", divided into several attack forces. Now 
commenced a series of misfortunes as the inept Abercromby blund¬ 
ered what might have been an easy victory. 

Perhaps the most significant mishap to the British forces was 
the loss of the .brilliant Lord Howe who had marched off with a 
column into the dense woodlands leading to Carillon. During a brief 
skirmish with a French patrol Howe was killed instantly. With the 
loss of Lord Howe, Abercromby withdrew his forces to the landing 
place instead of making a frontal attack on the still unfinished 
French lines. Thus the factor of chance and the element, of time 
gave Montcalm the superiority over his opponent’s greatness in 
numbers. 

On July 8, Abercromby began a frontal assault against the 
French abatis. Without recourse to artillery the British force of 
rangers, colonials and regulars threw themselves mercilessly against 
the enemy only to become entangled on the barbed branches and 
(brutally repulsed. 

One example of the British futility can be found in the losses 
Buffered by the famous Black Watch Highland Regiment. With bag-

from hell" charged time and again against the lines until they lost 
€47 men out of the 1100 man regiment. The total loss to the British 
force was almost 2,000 men compared to the French losses of under 
400 men killed or wounded. 

The end of the day proved that the British attack was a failure. 
Beaten and battle wearied, the confidence of a few clays before turn¬ 
ed into panic as the defeated British army fled from the scene of 
battle. 

In their hasty retreat the soldiers cast aside their guns and 
anything else that weighed down their reckless departure. In the 
meantime, Montcalm's men refreshed themselves and anxiously 
waited for another onslaught not realizing the enemy had fled in 
fright. 

So ended the first of two attempts by Great Britain to capture 
Fort Carillon from the French. In the following year, 1759, Aber¬ 
cromby was replaced by Lord Jeffrey Amherst who led a successful 
second attack against the fort. The final pages of the French and 
Indian War were being written on the American continent. The 
colonials were whetting their appetite for still another war. ..the 
American Revolution. The trials and tribulations suffered by the 
[people of New England and her sister colonies had toughened them 
for the War of Independence. 

These people had learned to handle a musket. They could and 
would make a fight of it when necessary.

eligible deceased veterans were 
paid by the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion in FY 1083, and it. i* esti¬ 
mated that the total for this year 
will number 265,000. 

VA also provided an American 
flag for the caskets of 220046 
veterans last year. This number 
is estimated to increase to 250,000 
in fiscal year I960. 

Flags are supplied undertakers, 
on request, by any VA office or 
post office. The flag may be giv¬ 
en to the next of kin, or, if there 
is not the next of kin, or to the 
closest friend of the veteran fol¬ 
lowing his burial. 

The VA allows up to $250 for 
burial or eremeation of any vet¬ 
eran who was discharged under 
conditions other than dishonor¬ 
able if he served during wartime 
or after Aug. 4, 1064. 

Payment is made to the under¬ 
taker or to the party who paid 
the undertaker. 

Similar burial expenses are also 
paid by VA for veterans of peace¬ 
time service who were receiving 
service-connected disability com¬ 
pensation at the time of their 
death, or who had been released 
from service for disabilities in¬ 
curred in the line of duty. 

Burial expenses for serviceman 
who die on active duty are borne 
by the military, not 'the VA. 

Further information may be 
obtained from any VA office. 


My profession and my avoca¬ 
tion in Town Government have 
many involvements in listening to 
and trying to solve complaints. 
Therefore, it is only fitting that 
we should accept some standards 
in the matter of complaining. To 
associate these standards and 
procedures in town administra¬ 
tion is the core of this article. ^ 

Please do not confuse “con¬ 
st risrtive c riticism ’ f wi Hi ordinary 
“<om; iaifiing. r ’ Although the con¬ 
text is highly debatable, may we 
refer “constructive criticism,*’ to 
legislative and administrative 
change which may lie enacted by 
town meeting vote or by rules 
and regulations expressed in 
writing by administrative groups. 
If we do this, then we relegate 
complaining to the inability of 
these groups to carry out the stat¬ 
ed policies. 

Perhaps an example of this 
point will assist you in under¬ 
standing more clearly, what l 
mean. To call a Selectman, or 
anyone else, and protest the “dog 
leash law" is not -a legitimate 
complaint, simply because this 
law was passed by town meeting 
action and none has the right to 
change it except counter-town 
meeting action. To question the 
method ol* seizing your dog, or 
impounding it, is a legitimate 
complaint, if you feel the proce¬ 
dure followed was contrary to the 
law as passed. 

Now let us decide to make a 
“complaint’’ on tilt* List basis. My 
first advice is to be rather sure 
that you know the facts about .the

The New England Library As¬ 
sociation sponsored a Public Re¬ 
lations Workshop at the Somer¬ 
set Hotel, Boston. Saturday on 
April 25. 

Mrs. George J. Galich, Presi¬ 
dent of the New England Library 
Association and Director of the 
Bureau of Library Extension of 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Education welcomed the librari¬ 
ans, trustees, and state agency 
personnel present. In her remarks 
Mrs. Galick stated that 66% of 
the money allocated by former 
President Johnson for aid to li¬ 
braries had been cut by Presi¬ 
dent Nixon. She explained that 
this included aid to all types of 
libraries, school, public, and spec¬ 
ial programs. She pointed out 
that the cut in aid to principal 
library programs amounted to 
almost 25% of the recommended 
reductions in federal funding for 
activities under the U. S. Office 
of Education. 

Mrs. Ruth Kimball, Public Re¬ 
lations Director for the New 
York City Library stated in a 
newspaper release for April 25, 
that because of the cuts by the 
city, state and federal govern¬ 
ments, eleven branches of the 
New York City Library would be 
closed by Aug. 1969, 30 branches 
would be open only two days a 
week and the remaining 42 
branches would operate on a re¬ 
duced weekly schedule. A total of 

235 librarians, clerks, and main¬ 


tenance positions may be'elimin¬ 
ated from tiie New York Public 
Library. 

Secretary 
of the Atew England Library , 
Trustees, said, “"As a teacher I 1 
feel that this a gross oversight | 
on the part of the Nixon admin¬ 
istration and hope that all par¬ 
ents, teachers, librarians, and 
trustees will make their feelings 
known to their congressmen.
